New York, August 4. — Tlilrty thousand people 
were present on this tiie last day of the Brighton 
Beaeh Racing Association’s wonderful summer moot- 
ing. None has be<*n more successful, and few 
have sliown so many reversals of fwnj or so many 
sure things turned loose on an unsusi>ecting puldic. 
Two big stakes were decided today. Accountant 
won the Brigliton Derby. There was no opi»osition 
worthy of the name, yet his genial owner took to 
tlie “tall l)rusli,“ as usual, wldle the race was on. 
Tliomas IlitcS»co<‘k’B grand two-year-old, .Salvhlere, 
eameil a gallant victory in the rich Winged-Foot 
Handicap, concealing chunks of weight all around. 
Tlie l>etting ring was a howling, perspiring uiol>, 
intent on getting wagers down. 

Everyone is talking of the clever way Jac<iuin has 
ia^en inunipulate<l. Lyne risle him on Thursday and 
he di«l not shcov liim up. There was no support for 
Davy Joiinstai’s fast Imrst* on that o<*ca.sion. He was 
only qualifying for the cheapest ra<*e of the meet- 
ing tlje day following. It is allegcHl that his con- 
nections won on him and that any price 

to them wituld have been a good price. Today, on 
his third essay, .Tacquin made some good sprinters 
hs* like a lot of crabs. Davy Johnson is thouglit 
t«> have recovere<l the losses of tiie past season. 
Sam Hildreth and his friends won a lot of money 
over the victory »»f King Oile, wliich won in stake 
iiorse fashion.

Town Is Rapidly Filling Up With Visitors — The 
“Lid” Is Off — Great Season Is Promised. 



Saratoga, N. Y., August 4. — Saratc^a is rapidly 
filling up with vlsitM*8, horsemen and turf followers 
predominating. Then thousand is a conservative es- 
timate of today's arrivals. Stable room is at a 
premium in the town and country side generally. 
The supply at the race<*ourse was exhausted ten days 
ago. 

Richard Canfield has reconsidered his intention of 
shutting up shop Sunday. The magnificent ciu»»- 
lioiise and restaurant will re-oi»en toniglit. He made 
that surprising announcement this morning. It In- 
dh'ates a sudden change of base by the political dic- 
ta t«a^, due doulitless to the mass meeting of xiotcl 
keei»ers, merchants and other business men, protest- 
ing against the clamping down of the obnoxious 
“lid.” 

Racing conditions all over the country are such 
as will insure to Saratoga a season of unexampleil 
prosiierity. The Influx of westerners alone insures 
its 8uc«*e88. They are cutting a big figure on the 
eastern turf this year. 

Everything at the .Spa Is in readiness for the 
twenty-two days’ meeting and an arm.v of owners, 
trainers. Jockeys and bookmakers are on the grouml. 
The truck pnqier is lightning fast and exiierts pre- 
dict that eiisting records will go by the boards. 
There are no horses on the sick list. 

Secretary Earlocker of the Saratoga Association, 
arrived yesterday and was immediately lH*sieged b.v 
applicants for boxes. All were turiuHl down. Every 
1 h»x having lK*en sold l*efwe he left Ne>v York.

AUGUST BELMONT’S YOUNG THOROUGHBREDS AT NURSERY STUD. 



Dame Beauty is the name selected by August Bel- 
mont for the yearling sister to Beldame. After the 
arrival of Dame Beauty, Bella Donna was bred back 
to Octagon, but she missed, so there was no foal 
out of the celebrated daughter of Hermit and Bonnie 
DiKin at Nursery Stud last spring. But another 
full sister or brother to Beldame is ex|iected next 
spring, for the uiare was sent back to Octagon 
again. Neither is there a foaj out of Belinda, the 
dam of Blandy for she slipped a filly by Octagon. 
Bivouac is the last living foal of this daughter of 
Kingfislier and Bellona. She is the foal of BK)3. In 
P.I04 Belinda missed to St. Blaise and in 1905 she 
dropped a chestnut colt by Margrave, but it died. 

The old mare Carlotta — she is twenty-three now — 
dro^peil a colt by Margrave last spring, but it 
died. She had missed to the same sire the previous 
year, so there Is neither a suckling nor yearling 
half brother or sister to Curriculum and Game 
Chicken at Nursery Stud. Carlotta was bred to 
Hastiugs last spring. Donna Henrietta, the half 
sister to Beldame, slipped twins to Octagon. This 
mare’s first foal was Henpecked in 1903. The next 
year she mi»^ed to Hastings, but in 1905 she drop- 
pe<l a I'hestmit filly by Octagon, which has been 
named Historic. Dulciliella is another mare that 
slipped twins by Octagon last spring. Dulcit»ella is 
by Tithonu.s, out of Ducliess. These lost twins were 
her first pr«siuce. She is now only four years old. 
She was bred to Hastings this year. Fizgig, which 
foaled the twins Fuze and I^eft in 1903, missed to 
St. Blaise and was bre«l to Hastings last spring. 
Genevieve, the dam of Kilts, Gentian and Ginger. 
iuis.se4l to Hastings as she liad mlsseil to Octagon 
in She was l»re<l !»ack to Hastings. 

Diamond, whlcli was dropped In 1902, is the last 
living fi>al of (Jolden Dream. In BM)3 she misHiHi 
to Hastings. In 1904 she dropped a dead filly by 
Hastings. In l!>05 she missed to Hastings again 
ami last spring she misseil to St. Blaise and was 
lirtMl l»ack to him. Gwendolyn, by St. Simon, out 
of Red Spinner, is another bad luck mare at Nursery 
Stud. Sue has lieen in the stud eleven years and 
her only two foals to live are Gweniii, by Inverness, 
in 1S9«» ami (Jondolier, by Ogden, in 191H. In 1897 
slie slipfted her frail. The next year slie was biirreii. 
In lS9tt 6he missed to Goldfinch and In l!MKt misserl 
to Hamburg. In 1902, 190.3, ItWo and 1906 she 
misserl to Octagon. In 1904 she dropi>e<l a bay 
filly by Henry of Navarre, which died. This year 
slie. was bred back to Octagon. 

Hantesse, which prorluced some good horses In 
England, has not been a success here. She was 
brought over in the spring of 1904 and the next 
year misserl to Octagon, as she did again last spring. 
But Mr. Belmont seems determined to have a 
foal out of her by the twice winner of the Toboggan 
Handicap, for he sent lier back to him this year, 
laidy Violet (dam of Knight of the Vale, Lady of 
tlie V’alley, Lady Viola. I^>rd of the V’ale, Ixwd of 
the Valley, Lord Hastings. Ijord of the Forest and 
laidy Vim-ent) drop|)ed a chestnut colt by Hastings, 
but it died, as did its bay full brother of the year 
Itefore. Sun Fish, the dam of Sun Mark and Suntire. 
Avhich slippeil twins by Hastings in 1905, had a 
'(‘hestnut filly by Hastings last spring, but it did 
not live. Tea’s Over, the dam of Dick Welles, Al- 
liimeur. Security, the two-year-old Dick Finnell and 
the yearling Sts O’clock, mussed to St. George. She 
was* bred to Hastings. 

Fifteen other mares missed or slipped their foals 
at Nursery Stud last spring. They were Hoopstick 
Idani of Hoosac), Lady Languish (daughter of St. 
Simon and Lady Reel), laidy Margaret (dam of 
Masterman, Magi.-trate and Marksman), Lady of 
the Vale (which has yearltng twins by Hastings), 
Lady Viola (dam of Volo and Velocity). Lucy Cn>s8 
(dam of ('rossways and the two-year-old Crosstree), 
Mount Vernon (dam of Veronese, or correctly 
s|ieaking the dam of two Veroneses for her first foal, 
a I»ay I'olt by King Gallop, in 1894, was given tills 
name as was the tliree-year-old by Henry of Na- 
varre, now in the stable of “Father Bill” Daly), 
Mlnilny (a young English mare), Nineveh (dam of 
Nitrate, Nine Spot. Ninepln, Babylon and Nancy), 
Octoroon (daughter of Hastings and Ortegal (dam 
of Octagon. Oarsman. Orthmlox, etc.), St. Agnes (a 
daughter of St. Blaise which has only one living 
foal out of eight and that a yearling by Hastings), 
St. Bridget (dam of Brigadier. Belligerent and 
Brldgeman). Souriante (dam of Smiling Tom), and 
Woodvine (dam of Woodsaw, Woolwich and Wood- 
witch). 

This makes twenty-eight foals lost out of a pos- 
sible sixty-four, a heavy percentage, to be sure, but 
that is part of the risk that the breeder takes. 
It is not all sunshine and good health in his game.

Down east the scene of racing shifts anfl from 
tomorrow to August 30, the sport will flourish at 
Sarat(^a and those denizens of New York w’ho can- 
not spare the time and cash required for a sojourn 
at the Place of Healing Waters, will have to forego 
the pleasure of ivitnessing the gallant tlioroughbreds 
in action until Futurity day summons all hands to 
Sheepshead Bay. Apparently the Saratoga meeting 
will lack In none of the elements of attraction 
cliaracteristic of former turf reunions there. The 
best horses of the east and west are gathered there 
and racing of the highest class is assured in ad- 
vance. 

Three rich stakes — the Saratoga Steeplechase, 
Flush Stakes and the Saratoga Handicap are down 
for decision tomorrow. The list of probable starters 
for each event is printed elsewhere in this issue 
of Dally Racing Form. The Mohawk Stakes, for 
tliree-.vear-olds, under selling conditions at a mile 
and an eighth, will be the stake feature of Tuesday 
afternoon. Inqui-sltor, Bull’s Eye, Belmere, Caiy, 
Wes, Alliert F., Lady Navarre, James Reddick, 
Clark (iriflith. Guiding Star. Security, Disobedient, 
Monterey, (iallavant and Miss Hawley appear the 
pick of the nominations. Wedne.sday afternoon will 
bring about the decision of the $10,0(K) Spinaway 
Stakes, for two-year-old fillies; distance five and a 
half furlongs. This is one of the principal events 
of the year for fillies of that age and among those 
eligible are Mentha, Court Dress, Misglv^gs, 
Glamor, Estimate, Betsy Binford, Yankee Girl, 
Dollie Dollars, Fantastic, Hyperbole. Toddles. Bar- 
bary Belle, Jersey Lady, Killicrankle » number 
of dark ones including the Sanford pair — Danoscara 
and Kennyetto.

He was rated as one of the best timers in the 
business. 



Cincinnati, O., August 4. — Clear, pleasant weather, 
an unusually gooil program, a big holiday crowd and 
a fast track were conditions that made excel- 
lent sport at Latonia today. The star numbers of 
the offerings were a free handicap at seven furlongs 
and a condition purse at a mile, both of which 
brought out good fields ahd resulted in splendid con- 
tests. Mose Goldblatt brtdce bis streak of bad luck 
when Old Stone won the mile race in a hard drive 
with Miss Doyle. Major T. J. Carson, the public 
choice, just managed to last long enough to beat 
Colcmel Jim Douglas in the handicap. The latter 
ran a good race at the weiglit. He was cut off at 
the start and slightly Interfered with at other 
points in the journey. The other races resulted in 
close finishes. Pat Duune’s speedy colt. Lens, 
showed by his easy victory in a good field that he 
had regained bis New Orleans form and is about the 
best two-year-old now here. 

H. McCarren, Jr., today leased Miss Doyle ami 
Demo from P. J. Millett. The remainder of Mr. 
.Millett’s horses, with the exception of those shipped 
east, will be turned out. 

Woodson, which has not started since he ran sec- 
ond to Highball In the American Derby of 1904, has 
again gone amiss and this time, it is thought, for 
good. The horse had been going sound and it was 
believed that he had overcome his ailment, but after 
a stiff trial at seven furhmgs in 1:27, galloping out 
the mile in 1:42, he pulled up lame and later showed 
a return of his old trouble about the legs. He will 
lie shipped to Lexingtmi and turneii out.
